CITRUS FRUITS A “MUST” FOR YOUR FAMILY 


No property in Florida, no matter how small or how 
large, is complete without some CITRUS TREES to pro- 
vide fruit for family use. Through careful selection of 
varieties, a fruit supply for the entire year may be had. 
Citrus fruit provides the necessary vitamins, so is a “must” 
in your family’s diet—and it’s better and cheaper when you 
pick it from your own trees! 


Even the small property owner can satisfy his desire to 
have fresh fruit for his family without sacrificing the attrac- 
tiveness of his home grounds. Ornamental as well as use- 
ful, citrus trees may be used as specimen or in the shrubbery 
borders. Since they are evergreen, the foliage is attractive 
all during the year, and they are particularly lovely when 
they are in bloom and in fruit. 


A few years ago, it was necessary to cut back citrus trees 
to a stub and move them bare root. Then the home owner 
had to wait for three or four years to have any fruit at all. 
Now most citrus trees are grown in containers, and you can 
purchase your tree in full leaf, with bloom or with fruit, 
and transplant them to your grounds with no loss of foliage 
or of time. 


Any well drained garden soil in our area will grow citrus 
fruit; however, it must be certain that the drainage is good. 
With a regular program of fertilization, and a clean-up 
spray applied once or twice each year, you'll find you can 
grow “Quality F ruit” in your own yard—and have a lot of

Questions You’ve Asked About 


FLORIDA GARDENING! 


Q. One of my friends tells me I should bank my Hibiscus to prevent 


their being killed during the winter. Is this necessary? 


A. Banking is recommended for grafted Hibiscus because if the plant 
is killed back below the graft, you lose the choice variety and only the 
root stock comes back. If you will bank to a point above the graft 
union, in event of severe cold, the plant will be protected above the 


graft and the original variety protected.

Q. Ihave seen some Begonias used effectively as bedding plants, and 
wonder if any Begonia may be used in that manner or if some special 


variety is necessary. 


A. The Begonia commonly used for bedding is the Begonia semper- 
virens in variety. This is a fibrous rooted begonia, which grows easily 
and blooms for many months in profusion. Some of the varieties used 
successfully in Central Florida include Adeline, a dwarf bright pink 
flowering variety with green foliage; Snowbank, a dwarf white with 
green foliage; Luminosa, a medium height with green foliage and 
orange red blooms; Indian Maid, with bronze foliage and scarlet flow- 
ers which grows to a medium height; Carmen, with bronze foliage and 
rose pink flowers; Prima Donna, medium height, with deep rose pink 
flowers and green foliage; Christmas Cheer, a tall grower with green 


foliage and deep crimson flowers.

Q. We have a nice pool and planted several clumps of lilies in tubs 
about five years ago. These bloomed beautifully for a few years, but 
for the past two years, while we have had nice foliage, we have had 
no blossoms. Should we discard these and plant new bulbs? Do lilies 


“bloom out”? 


A. Water lilies do not “bloom out”, but they do multiply so rapidly 
that they crowd themselves out and exhaust the soil in the box in 
which they are planted. We would advise removing the boxes from 
the pool and divide the bulbs, cutting off all divisions and offsets. Put 
new soil in the boxes, and plant one or two bulbs to a two foot box, 
using only the strong crowns. You will find that they will bloom as 
well as ever after this treatment, which is necessary every two to three 


years. This also insures larger flowers.

Q. When should I fertilize my Azaleas and what fertilizer 
should I use? 

A. Azaleas are fertilized after they are finished blooming, 
usually March 15th to April Ist. Another application 
should be put on about June Ist, and a very light appli- 
cation in late August. A special Azalea fertilizer 
should always be used on Azaleas, since they require 
fertilizer with an acid reaction.

Q. When should I prune my shrubs? 


A. Pruning should be done around March 15th to April Ist, 
if possible. Then the new growth is just beginning 
and will soon make the plant look well again.

Q. This little bug is ruining my roses. Please tell me 
what it is and what to do to kill it. 


A. The bug you sent in was a mealy-bug, and because of 
the fuzzy coating, they are usually hard to kill with 
one spraying. Usually two applications—at ten day 
intervals—will kill both the adults and the young ones. 
Vapotone XX, %2 teaspoon to one gallon water, is a very 
good spray for Mealy-Bug. Since this is a very poison- 
ous spray, be sure to use it carefully according to the 
directions and precautionary measures on the label.

Q. How should you plant a Calliandra or Powderpuff tree? 
I want mine to be properly planted. 


A. First of all, give the plant plenty of room. It grows 
quite rapidly, and makes a perfectly lovely specimen. 
Prepare a hole twice the size and depth of the con- 
tainer. Mix about ‘2 peat and % good topsoil, with a 
handful of good fertilizer and refill the hole. Cut the 
container down both sides, so the ball of earth contain- 
ing the roots may be lifted out carefully without dam- 
age. Set the plant to the same depth it grew in the can, 
and water well. Leave a little saucer around the plant 
to hold water around the roots when you water. You 
will need to water the plant well every other day until 
it is established.

PEAT — NATURE’S SOIL BUILDER 


Peat is the partly decomposed and more or less disintegrated 
remnant of organic matter produced from the decomposition of 
vegetation covered or saturated with water. It is a fibrous moisture- 
absorbing soil, acid in reaction and rich in carbon content. 


Here in Central Florida where all our soils are to a great extent 
sandy, it is recommended that peat be used liberally in any planting, 
since it is of great value from several standpoints: 


First, peat will absorb several times its own weight in water. Thus 
in our sandy soil it is of exceptional value since it holds moisture 
around the root systems until the plant can pick it up. 

Second, it aids also in retaining the fertilizer applied, until it may 
be utilized by the plant. In sandy soils, the fertilizer will leach 


through the ground around the roots very rapidly and only a very 
small percentage will be picked up by the roots before it is gone. 

Third, peat is decidedly helpful in growing most plants because it 
provides the acidity that they prefer. Azaleas, camellias, and gardenias 
absolutely demand acid soil. Our soil in Central Florida is alkaline 
by nature, and it is imperative to counteract the alkalinity by using 
peat. 

Fourth, peat, being primarily organic, furnishes food for plants, 
which is absorbed and utilized in growth. 

Fifth, peat is an ideal environment for miscroscopic organisms, and 
supplies some of the helpful bacteria which aid in plant growth.

Q. How often should I fertilize my lawn and how much 
should I use? 


A. Grass is a heavy feeder and should be fed at least once 
each three months, using one hundred pounds of good 
high organic fertilizer to each fifteen hundred square 
feet of lawn surface. Be sure to apply evenly or you 
will have a splotched lawn.

Q. If I want citrus fruit all year for my family use, what 
varieties would you recommend? 


A. Parson Brown and Duncan Grapefruit for an early fruit, 
Pineapple and Marsh Seedless grapefruit for a mid- 
season fruit, Valencia orange for late fruit, and Pope’s 
Summer orange for summer use. For table use you 
will want a Lakeland Lime and Meyer Lemon to 
supply you year round, as they are almost everbearing. 
The other fruits may be planted to supplement these, 
including Tangerines, Tangelos, Satsumas, Calamon- 
dins, Kumquats, etc.

If you want your plants to be as beautiful as God intended them to be, and to add to the attractiveness of your 
home grounds, it is very important that you set up a three-fold maintenance program; and follow it yearly.

Questions You’ve Asked About 


FLORIDA GARDENING! 


What is generally considered to be the best lawn grass 
for Central Florida? 


Lawn grasses usually recommended for Central Florida 
are the Centipede and the Saint Augustine. The Centi- 
pede will require less mowing and is a finer bladed 
grass. However, it is hard to keep green, as lack of 
moisture or cold weather will turn it brown. St. Augus- 
tine grass remains green the year round, will grow in 
shaded locations and, although it requires more mow- 
ing, it can be kept smooth and attractive. We do 
recommend the St. Augustine grass (Bitter Blue Stem 
variety ONLY) more generally for our area. Be sure it 
is weed free. 


How often should I fertilize my hibiscus, and how much 
should I feed them? 


Hibiscus should be given at least three applications 
each year of a good 4-7-5 or 6-6-6 fertilizer with high 
organic content — the first in early spring, another in 
midsummer, and the last in early fall. The amount of 
fertilizer should vary with the plants, the fertility of 


the soil, and the quantity of organic matter in the soil, © 


but may range from one ounce for a small plant to four 
pounds for a large plant per application. It may be 
broadcast and watered in well, or in punch bar holes, 
so that it will reach the roots sooner. 


I have noticed that the edges of the leaves of my shrub- 
bery have turned brown and the discoloration seems 
to spread. through the leaf and then the leaf turns crisp 
and falls off. Can you tell me the probable cause of 
this? 


The condition which you describe sounds very much 
like a fertilizer burn. If you have fertilized recently 
this is probably the cause. To correct this condition 
we would suggest that you flood your shrubbery and 
the area to which the fertilizer has been applied to 
wash away this over-dose for prevention of further 
damage to your plants. This condition could be caused 
by too acid soil. If the condition persists you should 
have your soil analized. If acidity is your trouble, it 
may be corrected by the use of lime products such as 
dolomite. : 


One of my hibiscus plants sets many buds but they all 
fall off just before they open. Can you tell me the 
cause of this? 


Plants that are unhealthy because of insect or root knot 
or a deficiency of one or more of the plant food ele- 
ments may drop flower buds prematurely. Injury to 
unopened flowers by aphid or thrip may also cause 
bud drop. Another cause is poorly drained location or 
subjecting them to excessive drought, or severe fluctua- 
tion of moisture.

WHY THE TIN CANS? 


Now you may plant the year round! 


By growing our plant materials in containers of one 
type or another, we are able to offer them to you for 
transplanting into your garden all year round without 
any danger of damage to the plant. This was not entirely 
true of many trees and plants when they were grown in 


the ground and had to be dug and replanted. 


For example, you folks in this part of Florida have 
undoubtedly heard that citrus may only be transplanted 
in the winter and spring. This is true of citrus trees that 
are removed from commercial nurseries in a bare-root 
condition and replanted, but we have citrus trees of all 
varieties which have been grown in containers and which 
may be moved just as safely now as back in January. As 
a matter of fact, many of these citrus trees have fruit on 
them and still they may be removed from the cans in 
which they have been grown and put into your garden 
without danger of them dying and in most cases without 
the loss of the fruit which they now bear. 


Of course this is not only true of citrus. Most of our 
landscape plants such as flowering shrubs, trees, etc., are 
also grown in containers and you may set them out at 
your home now, or at any time during the summer, with 
every bit as much confidence as would be true if you 
were to have planted them last winter. Naturally, either 
container grown plants or those which have been grown 
in the nursery row must have plenty of water after 
transplanting, but, given proper care, our container 
grown plant materials may be re-planted at your home 
at any time that is convenient to you. This is just another 
sample of the service which we at Florida Nursery & 
Landscape Co. offer to our friends and customers in our 
effort to help beautify your homes and to make for more 
gracious living here in Central Florida. 


Questions You’ve Asked About 


FLORIDA GARDENING! 


Q. Is it practical for me to spray my shrubbery myself or 
would I be better off to have a professional do this for 
me? 

A. The “professional” has a decided edge on you. He not 
only has the know how, and knowledge of the best 
spray materials for a given situation, but has high 
pressure equipment which atomizes the spray materials 
used and drives it home much better than you could 
with the equipment available to you. 
How often and when should Poinsettias be cut back? 
First you must make up your mind as to whether you 
want many smaller blossoms or a few large specimen 
blooms. The Poinsettia roots send up just so much 
energy and that energy will be divided among the 
blossoms. The plant is cut back severely after the 
blooming season and fertilized heavily. Cut them back 
again in July, tip those new branches again in August 
if you want heavy bloom, and then make the final cut 
back the first week in September (never later than the 
15th). If your garden permits the long branches to 
overhang and you want a few large blossoms, trim only 
after the blooming season and again in July, no more. 

Q. Some of my plants seem to have a rusty look, with the 
leaves curling around the edges. Later the leaves drop 
off and the plants die. Can you recommend some 
control measure? 

A. Although your description is a little vague, at this sea- 
son of the year we believe that your plants may be 
infested with Red Spider. If you will rub the underside 
of the affected leaves with your finger, you will notice 
the minute webs and if you look through a good magni- 
fying glass, you can see the tiny red spiders, like little 
grains of red clay, hiding safely behind the web. A 
good safe control measure is spraying with Orthol, 
using 2% Tablespoons to one quart of water, with two 
applications about ten days apart. 

Q. What kind of fertilizer is the best for Ixoras? Do they 
like Peat soil? 

A. Ixoras seem to thrive pretty well in a variety of soils, 
but they prefer a soil rich in humus. Therefore, it is 
wise to plant them with peat mixed into the soil, and 
feed them with a high organic fertilizer frequently. 
Some bone meal may be incorporated in the soil when 
planting to a good advantage, and a mulch of old and 
dry cow manure will be beneficial.

Your lawn should be fertilized NOW to carry it through 
the summer. Be sure to use a good grade of commercial 
fertilizer which has a high organic content. If you use a 
fertilizer which does not have a good organic content the 
rains which will come soon will leach out or melt the fer- 
tilizer and wash it away and your grass will not have the 
benefit of the food which you intended for it. The organic 
plant food will lie there and slowly feed your lawn through 
the summer.

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Questions You’ve Asked About 


FLORIDA GARDENING! 


Q. Why is it desirable to mulch plants? 


A. Mulching keeps the moisture in the ground so plants 
get the full benefit. After you have watered, surround 
base of plant with dry material—Oak leaves, pine straw 
and peat are good mulch materials. Besides retarding 
evaporation, mulch cuts cultivation as ground stays soft 
under it. It also retards weed growth. 


Q. A friend of mine has suggested that I wash the foliage 
of my indoor plants. Is this good for them and why? 


A. Foliage of indoor plants, which are not washed by rain, 
should be washed occasionally so as to remove the dirt 
that clogs the breathing pores. The bath tub is a good 
place to clean a number of plants at one time. Train a 
fine, gentle spray on the leaves. Wash all but the hairy 
leaved plants and use a soft brush to dust them. 


Q. Ihave some very lovely Daylilies which have been in 
bloom until recently. They are several years old and 
have formed quite large clumps. I would like to divide 
these clumps and transplant them. When is the best 
time to do this? 


A. Daylilies (Hemerocallis) may be transplanted at any 
season, but for best results divide the clumps right after 
flowering. In June or July the plants enjoy a short rest 
and this is an excellent time to expand your planting. 
During warm summer weather, when rains are fre- 
quent, the roots will re-establish themselves very quick- 
ly and the new foliage will be produced at once. 


Q. Several of my Azalea plants have become “ragged 
looking” I am wondering if I may prune them now. 


A. Azaleas, generally speaking, require little pruning. 
Where a “leggy” condition such as you mention does 
develope, the hard pruning should be done just before 
the new growth starts in the spring. We do not recom- 
mend pruning in the late summer or fall, as this leaves 
insufficient time for lateral shoots to push out and form 
flower buds on tips before growth stops in early 
autumn. 


Q. My. Hibiscus are infested with some sort of insect 
which seems to be causing the buds to drop off, can 
you tell me what I can do about this? 


A. The infestation is probably Aphis, and you may control 
this situation with either Improved Isotox Garden 
Spray, or with Orthol Garden Spray. Directions for 
using either are on the bottle.

Feta together with 50% soil removed from the hole, re-fill so that when the plant 
ss Ae is placed it will rest at the same level that it did in the container or in the 
nursery row. To this mixture add a good, organic fertilizer (the amount 
Y Planting determined by the size of the plant) and mix in well. Remove the plant 
from container or loosen burlap and set plant in hole, fill in around sides 
with soil mixture and water in very thoroughly so as to prevent formation 
of air holes. Water the plant thoroughly and frequently until sure that it is 
well established. A shallow “saucer” left all around the plant to hold 
moisture and about 1” of mulch placed around the plant will prove highly 
beneficial.

FLORIDA GARDENING! 


My lawn is showing a yellowish color and the indi- 
vidual leaf blades have brown or yellow spots on them. 
Can you tell me what my trouble is and how to over- 
come it? 


It sounds as if you have a fungus condition in your 
lawn. This is not unusual during this season of the 
year. It is brought on either by evening watering or 
rains in the evening and our warm, humid nights. The 
condition can be corrected by spraying with Fermate, 
Orthocide 50 or some other good fungicide. 


Can Avocados be grown successfully in Central Flor- 
ida, and if so, which varieties are best? 


Indeed Avocados can be grown in Central Florida and 
with very good success too. Among the varieties 
which do well in this part of the State are Hall, Lula, 
Booth, Pollock and Choquette. 


In previous issues of the “Florida Nursery Garden 
News” you have mentioned 4-7-5 fertilizer, what do 
these numerals mean? Also you have stressed the im- 
portance of using fertilizers containing “high organic 
content,” why is this desirable? 


The figures 4-7-5 in reference to fertilizers indicate the 
nitrogen, phosphorus and potassium contents, respec- 
tively. In other words, such a fertilizer would contain 
4% nitrogen, 7% phosphorus and 5% potassium. The 
advantage of using a high organic fertilizer is that the 
organic matter which it contains does not leach out 
(or melt and run off) but rather decomposes slowly and 
continues to feed your plants over a comparatively long 
period of time. A completely chemical fertilizer will 
bring on a spurt of growth by making all the plant food 
available at one time, but then between fertilizings the 
plant will be under-nourished. 


When is the best time to prune roses so they will pro- 
duce more and better bloom next winter? 


The latter part of August or early September is a good 
time to do this. Prune your plants severely, cultivate 
them thoroughly, mixing a liberal quantity of a good 
plant food into the soil and be sure to keep them well 
watered. 


Will lack of drainage kill shrubs? Several of mine, 
growing in a damp place, since the water came up 
recently, have withered and died. 


Yes, lack of drainage will kill plants. Not many shrubs 
can tolerate water standing about their feet. If there 
are any live plants left in the flooded area, it would be 
well to take them up and move them to a spot with 
better drainage.

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HOW TO GROW HIBISCUS! 


HIBISCUS, one of the most popular ornamental shrubs 
for landscape plantings in Florida, can be grown easily if 
just a few simple precautions are taken. Most of our soils 
are suitable for Hibiscus, but all soils need the addition of 
plant food and water. Hibiscus will safely take tempera- 
tures down to freezing. Sometimes a 28-30 degree tem- 
perature will kill the tops of Hibiscus plants but they will 
generally come back and put out new growth in the spring 
and bear bloom on the new growth. It is wise to bank 
Hibiscus, especially choice grafted plants, to prevent the 
loss of such plants in the event of a hard freeze. 


PLANTING: Prepare hole about twice the depth as the 
ball of earth around plants roots; remove the plant carefully 
from the can or pot. Using a mixture of 50% topsoil and 
50% peat, leafmold or well decomposed manure, to which a 
handful of good commercial fertilizer of high organic 
fertilizer has been added for each foot of the plant height, 
the hole should be refilled to a point that will allow the 
plant to set in the ground at the same level as it was in the 
container or in the nursery row. Fill in around the plant 
firmly with the mixture mentioned above, watering it in well 
to prevent air pockets from forming. Leave a shallow basin 
around the plant to retain moisture. 


FERTILIZATION: Since Hibiscus grow practially all 
year around, three applications of a good commercial fer- 
tilizer of a 6-6-6 formula (with a high organic content) is 
recommended each year. Newly set plants will probably 
not need as much fertilizer the first season as they will later, 
if the soil has been properly prepared; the amount of fer- 
tilizer per application will vary from an ounce for a very 
small plant to as much as four pounds for a very large one. 
Fertilizer may be broadcast around the base of the plant or 
applied by using the punch bar method. Fertilizer should 
be watered in well. If possible, fertilizer should not be 
permitted to settle on the foliage; if so, it should be washed 
off immediately to prevent leaf damage. 


WATERING: Newly set plants should be soaked two to 
three times per week. After the plant is established, water- 
ing is necessary only in dry seasons. 


FLOWER BUD DROP: Bud droppage is the sign of an 
unhealthy plant. Insects, rootknot, or a deficiency of one 
or more of the plant food elements may cause flower buds 
to fall prematurely. A poorly drained location or subjecting 
the plant to severe dryness may cause this; some few varie- 
ties also drop their buds in the spring until along in June 
when the growth is a little harder. 


INSECT PESTS: The regular spring and fall cleanup is 
usually sufficient to keep Hibiscus clean. However, in cases 
of severe infestation, a specific spray may be necessary

FLORIDA GARDENING: 


Q. Last year my Poinsettias were tall and leggy. When 
can I cut them back? 


A. If you did not prune your Poinsettias in July, do it right 
away. If possible, you should never prune Poinsettias 
after the first week in September; otherwise the flowers 
will be very small.

Q. How often should I divide my Gerberas? 


A. Gerberas should not be divided every year, but left to 
form a large clump. This will give you larger flowers 
and more bloom. Usually every three to four years is 
often enough to divide the clumps.

Q. Why is it recommended that we prune most of our 
shrubs and trees in late spring or summer? 


A. Because the sap is up and the growing season is upon 
us, and the plants very soon send out new shoots to 
cover the ragged end of the branches.

Q. My Camellia plants are turning yellow in blotches on 
the foliage. Can you tell me what is wrong and how 
to correct it? 


A. Camellias prefer an acid soil, with a pH of about 5.4. 
It may be that your soil is too alkaline, or that the 
chemical balance of your soil is wrong. We would 
recommend that you have a soil analysis made and see 
what chemical treatment may be required. This should 
be done immediately in order not to interfere with this 
season’s bloom.

Q. When should we plant Gladioli? 


A. Gladioli may be planted from September until May; 
however, late plantings should be in semi-shaded loca- 
tions to do their best, as they do not do well when the 
sun is too hot on the flowering spikes. 

Since Glads are heavy feeders, prepare your beds with 
ample peat and add bone meal or cotton seed meal for 
added nitrogen. This will insure heavy bloom spikes.

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HELPFUL HINTS ON CITRUS GROWING 


1. PLANTING TIME. While commercial plantings are usually 
made during December, January and February, home plantings may 
be made at any time during the year. This is because the container 
grown citrus may be moved at any time without any damage to the 
root system and growing is not hampered or slowed down. 


2. SOIL REQUIREMENTS. Any well drained soil will grow a 
citrus tree, for it is able to adapt itself to a wide range of soil condi- 
tions. It is best, however, to avoid either a stiff clay or an excessively 
sandy soil. Clay is too difficult to cultivate and sandy soils do not 


retain enough plant food. 


3. PREPARATION AND PLANTING. Prepare location well before 
transplanting. Dig hole twice the size of the container or ball of earth 
around the roots. Pulverize the top soil well, and add about three 
pounds of good organic fertilizer to the soil and mix thoroughly. 
Remove the container from around the ball of earth and place tree in 
hole to same depth it originally grew. Fill in around the tree with 
soil mix and water well to prevent air pockets. 
the tree to help hold moisture; a good mulch of oak leaves will also 
help.

4. SPACING. When planted in groves or larger areas, citrus should 
be spaced about 25 by 25 feet for oranges and 30 by 30 feet for 
This distance allows good cultivation by mechanical 
methods. However, for home plantings, usually on small properties, 


grapefruit. 


this distance may be cut down considerably, allowing about 20 feet 
for larger growing citrus and even smaller space for lemons, limes, 
kumquats, etc. 


5. FERTILIZATION. Citrus trees are usually fertilized three times 
each year—in the early spring, midsummer, and late fall. A safe rule 
of application to follow is one pound of fertilizer for each year of age 
of the tree. The fertilizer should contain certain of the minor elements 
so important in citrus growth, including manganese, copper and 
soluble magnesium. For example, if you want to use a 4-7-5 formula 
of fertilizer it should have 2-3% soluble magnesium, 1% manganese, 
and 1% copper. 


6. PRUNING. Citrus trees require very little pruning. However, 
they should be trimmed to keep the heads as low and spreading as 
possible for several reasons; first, fruit is easier to gather; second, there 
is less damage from wind; third, the low trees better shade their own 
root systems from the hot summer sun. Of course it is necessary to 
keep any shoots coming from below the graft trimmed off as they 
appear. 


7. SPRAYING. Citrus trees occasionally become infested with 
insects, scales and fungi, and at such times they should be sprayed to 
clean up these conditions before extreme damage is done. Lack of 
space prevents a more lengthy discussion of sprays, but if you will 
bring in a branch or fruit which shows damage, our experts will 
gladly recommend the proper sprays. 


8. CULTURE. Stirring the soil is beneficial because it loosens the 
surface soil and allows the air to penetrate deeper into the ground. 
The pulverization helps to conserve soil moisture also. Weeds and 
grass utilize a great part of the fertilizer if they are permitted to grow 
close to the citrus tree, so they should be kept removed. If you are 
growing a tree as specimen in your lawn, it is important to keep the 
lawn grass removed in a large circle in order to give the tree every 
opportunity to do its best.

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HAVING LAWN PROBLEMS? 


Lawns are a vital part of any landscaping. No matter 
how many fine specimen plants are used in any planting, or 
how pretentious the house may be, the effect is lost without 
a good lawn. The beautiful carpet of rich green grass is the 
indispensable final touch. 


This past summer has brought heartaches and expense 
to almost everyone who owns a lawn. If the chinch bug 
didn’t get in your lawn, the sod-web-worm or the army 
worm did. The tragedy is that because of the reproductive 
cycle of the insect, they just kept coming! 


Control is difficult because of the reproductiveness. For 
example, a female chinch bug lives from ninety to one hun- 
dred days and lays from two to five eggs every day of her 
life. These eggs hatch in nine to fourteen days, and it takes 
another 35-60 days for the nymph to grow to adult size. 
They over-winter in Florida, therefore you should repeat the 
spray treatment every thirty to forty-five days until you have 
wiped out the infestation. Then you have no assurance that 
an adult from your neighbor’s yard has not laid some eggs 
in your lawn to reinfest it again. 


Here is our recommendation: 


1. Spray at regular intervals until your lawn is free. 
Immediate action is an important factor in lawn pest con- 
trol, and you should have your lawn sprayed at the first sign 
of damage. Our experts have arrived at a formula which 
will assure control, when applied with complete coverage 
and proper pressure. Our pressure equipment insures the 
spray solution being driven through the sod down into the 
area where the bugs live. 

2. Encourage all the folks in your neighborhood to spray 


likewise—or else their bugs may migrate to your lawn. 


3. Urge city commissioners to force property owners to 
keep vacant lots clean during the summer, so the moths will 
not hide there and spread the worm infestation. 


4, Replant your lawn where necessary, and as soon as cool 
weather comes fertilize it to condition it. 
5. Watch for any future sign of reinfestation and spray at

FLORIDA GARDENING! 


What is the difference between the Cape Jasmine and 
the gardenia? 


The Cape Jasmine is the common name for Gardenia 
Florida, and is one of central Florida’s most popular 
shrub. However, because of the fact that it is quite 
susceptible to root knot, grafted plants are preferred as 
they live longer. There are many hybrid variations of 
the Gardenia, and with careful choice you may have 
bloom almost the entire year. 


What is a succulent? 


Succulent is not the name of one specific plant, but is a 
term applied to a group of plants belonging to many 
different orders. These plants are so grouped because 
they store moisture in the stem and fleshy leaves and 
can withstand dry periods of varying length. 


What annuals may be planted now for winter and 
spring flowering? 


Ageratum, Alyssum, Aster, Centaurea, Balsam, 
Didiscus, Calendula, California Poppy, Coreopsis, 
Candytuft, Carnation, Chinese For-get-me-not, Del- 
phinium, Larkspur, Linaria, Lupine, Scabiosa, Nastir- 
tium, Pansy, Petunia, Phlox, Dianthus, Queen Anne’s 
Lace, Salvia, Strawflower, Helianthus, Sweet Peas, 
Tithonia, Verbena, Vinca. 


The new shoots and foliage of my Crepe Myrtle are 
covered with a white powdery growth and are dying 
back. Can this be controlled by spraying? 


This condition is commonly known as Powdery Mildew, 
and a good control measure is a complete saturation of 
the trees with a good fungicide such as Orthocide 50 or 
Greenol. In cases of extreme infestation, you may need 
to follow the first spraying with another in about ten 
days to two weeks. 


Why are some orchids grown in soil and others in 
baskets of rough moss? 


Orchids are divided into two horticultural divisions, 
Epiphytal and Terrestial. The epiphytal are those 
getting their food from the air and they are attached to 
fern roots, or put in baskets of osmundi fibre, or may be 
attached directly to tree trunks. 

The epiphytal group include the Cattleyas, Brasso- 
Cattleyas, etc. as well as Epidendrums, Vandas, and 
many other types. 

The Terrestial group are those which require soil, and 
these include the Phaius, the Lady Slippers, etc.

HOW TO GROW CALLIANDRA 


This is one plant with which you will have little trouble, 


since it adapts itself to almost any soil condition as long as 
it is well-drained. In planting, a 50% peat and topsoil mix, 
with a little organic fertilizer added, will get the plant off to 
a good start. Be sure to select a plant for the space. If you 
want a large tree, be sure to allow more room than if you 


plan to keep it cut back. 


An application of fertilizer three to four times per year, 
plus watering as needed in dry periods, will be all the care 
necessary. If you get a few mealy bugs or scale, a spraying 


will usually clear this up quickly. 


We can't all go to Hawaii and wear leis of Powderpuff 
blossoms, but we can grow our own Powderpuffs with 
thousands and thousands of brilliant blossoms borne along 
the branches for many months of the year! These exotic 
blooms will make your garden a showplace every day! 


No, Calliandra are not native to Hawaii—the Hawaiian name signifies 
that they were brought in by the white man—but they are widely 
grown there. Calliandras came from Tropical America and the 
Islands. 

The name CALLIANDRA is from the Greek for beautiful stamen, 
and it is the stamen which compose the powderpuff which is so 
attractive in the bright colors. The foliage is a dainty compound 
type and is a very pleasing green all year. The foliage folds up in 
late afternoon and remains closed during the night. The seedpods 
are flat with thickened margins, but since the seedlings do not come 
true, air-layering is the primary method of propagation. 

Florida Nursery and Landscape Co. is proud to have introduced Calli- 
andra to our area, and we have tested each variety before offering 
it to the public. Here are some varieties which we can recommend: 


GIANT RED POWDERPUFF 


Botanically known as Calliandra haematocephala, this is probably one 
of the most widely grown varieties. It blooms for about five to seven 
months of the year in great profusion. It grows rapidly and makes 
an attractive and spectacular shrub or small tree to twenty feet. The 
foliage is a shining green, two pinnate with five to ten pairs of leaflets. 
The Powderpuff-like flowers, from which the plant gets its common 
name, are borne in hemispherical heads 2%-3 inches across. The 
bright crimson stamen with the black anthers make a brilliant show. 


WHITE POWDERPUFF 


The fragrant white flowers, powderpuff in appearance, make quite a 
show and this comparatively new variety is rapidly becoming a fa- 
vorite. Botanically known as Calliandra portoricensis, this variety 
grows a little more slowly than the giant red.

Questions You’ve Asked About 


FLORIDA GARDENING! 


I am trying to get some palms started but the tips of the 
leaves turn brown and die. What is the trouble? 

You failed to tell us how you are growing these palms. 
If in seed flats, then they may be too crowded or have 
utilized all the food available in the limited space. If 
this is true, you will need to transplant the palms to 
give them more root space and more food. Another 
reason might be the application of too much fertilizer, 
burning the foliage. If you will write us explaining 
these possibilities and send us a specimen leaf perhaps 
we can help you further. 


Should I fertilize my Azaleas now? 


Only a very light application should be given, for any 
stimulation to new growth now will harm the new buds 
and cut down on this season’s bloom. If your plant is a 
healthy green, I would not fertilize it now. 


Why do small Cocos Plumosa have broad leaves at the 
bottom? 


These are the young leaves. You will notice that the 
character leaves or mature leaves are wider and longer 
than the baby leaves and split along the veins to form 
the type foliage we know and recognize. 


Should lawns be fertilized now? 


Yes, lawns need a good application of fertilizer in the 
fall to help them through the winter months. We 
recommend fertilizing lawns three to four times per 
year, using a high organic fertilizer that will become 
available over a period of time, furnishing a sustained 
food supply for the lawn. 


What is a confederate jasmine? 

This is the common name for Rhyncospermum jasmi- 
noides, a vine with shining green foliage and blooming 
in the spring with an abundance of lovely white fra- 
grant flowers. Not only is it useful for a vine for 
trellis or fence, but for ground covers or to use as a soil 
erosion preventative along banks, etc. 


What berried plants can I use for cut foliage for holiday 
decorations? 

Since it is against the law to go out on another person’s 
land to cut holly, etc., you will have to rely on your 
own garden. Berried plants you might grow include 
holly, pyracantha, ardisia, Brazilian Pepper, etc. 


Last year many of my finest Chrysanthemums failed to 
open properly and I was told this was because of thrip. 
What can I do to prevent this? 

Begin spraying with Isotox or other good insecticide 
just before the flower buds begin to open and spray 
every ten days to two weeks until the color begins to 
show,

Questions You’ve Asked About 


FLORIDA GARDENING! 


Why are young orange trees banked in the fall? 
Citrus trees are budded onto a more sturdy rootstock, 
and the earth is banked around them to a point above 
the union of the bud so that in the event of severe cold 
the tender young tree will not be killed to a point below 
the bud. As the tree gets more sturdy, the bank will 
not be necessary, but usually for the first two to three 
years they are banked each winter. 
When should you plant Roses in Florida? 
Roses should be dormant before they are dug for 
transplanting, so we believe that roses are best planted 
in December or January. During that period, too, we 
are having cool weather, so that the root systems have 
a chance to become well established before the growth 
begins. This assures you more vigorous, healthy stock. 
Select your roses carefully—sometimes bargain roses are 
not bargains after all! 
Why do you grow so many plants in cans and tubs? 
Because they transplant more readily. With container 
grown plants, the root systems are not damaged when 
they are transplanted, so there is less danger of loss. 
What is meant by “root-pruning?” 
Root-pruning is merely cutting part of the root system 
of the plant for a few weeks before the plant is dug to 
minimize the danger of loss. For example, a large 
Camellia has to be moved to another location. About 
a month or so before the plant is to be moved, the roots 
would be cut out from the plant by a sharp shovel. 
During the period between root pruning and moving, 
the feeder roots would develop within the root system 
inside the ball to be moved. Then when the bottom 
roots are cut to move the plant, there is only a little 
shock to the plant. 
Q. Should Azaleas be cultivated regularly, or just after 
flowering is over? 
A. Because of the shallow roots of the Azaleas, it is difficult 
to do any cultivation without injuring the root system. 
Instead of cultivation, mulch the plants with leaves; 
not only will this help to prevent weed and grass from 
growing, but will help to hold moisture and protect the 
shallow roots from damage from the hot summer sun.

Prepare the soil thoroughly by spading in peat, well-rotted leaves, 
and good top soil. Do not add more than 50 per cent of peat and 
leaves, and avoid commercial fertilizers, poultry manure, and every- 
thing of this kind. 

Water in 
well and stamp with the feet. Keep the plants moist but well drained.

Questions You’ve Asked About 


FLORIDA GARDENING! 


Q. During the recent cold spell, my crotons dropped their 
leaves. Should I cut them back now? 


A. We recommend waiting for a few weeks to see how far 
back the wood was damaged. It may be that just the 
leaf droppage is all the damage you have. If so, new 
shoots should begin to come out soon. If the stem is 
killed back, you can cut it back to the point where the 
new buds are cuming out.

Q. Should I fertilize my Azaleas now? 


A. No, and for two good reasons! If you fertilize now and 
stimulate new growth, you will probably force all the 
bloom buds off and lose your blossoms this season. 
Second, any stimulation to growth will make the 
Azaleas susceptible to cold damage. Azaleas are fer- 
tilized around March 15th to April Ist, and again in 
June. A light application may be made in September, 
but not enough to stimulate any growth.

Q. We have recently moved to Florida and know little 
about the grass and plant problems here. Our centipede 
lawn, which was very green until recently, has turned 
brown. Can you tell us why, and what we can do to 
make it green again? 


A. Centipede grass is damaged by frosts and no doubt that 
is your trouble. A good application of fertilizer and 
plenty of water will green it up again. In the future, if 
you will wash the frost off the grass before the sun hits 
it, this will minimize the damage to your grass.

Q. Can you tell me the name of the rose known as the 
“Sweetheart Rose” and used for dainty corsages and 
bouquets? 


A. This is perhaps the Cecile Brunner—one of the Flori- 
bunda roses that is wonderful for both bedding and cut 
flowers. It is a pale pink, with perfect shaped buds, 
and is everblooming.

Questions You’ve Asked About 


FLORIDA GARDENING! 


Should plants damaged by frosts be pruned back im- 
mediately? 


No. If you wait until the extent of damage is evident, 
you may not have to cut back as much as you first 
thought. Sometimes just the foliage is damaged and 
falls, and you don’t need to cut the shrub back at all, 
since new foliage comes out as soon as warm weather 
comes. 


Can Azaleas be transplanted while in bloom? 


Yes, for Azaleas have a very fibrous root system and if 
you will lift them with a nice ball of earth they move 
very easily. 


When do you recommend fertilizing for best results? 


For lawns, you should fertilize three to four times per 
year, using a fertilizer with natural organic nitrogen. 
For shrubs, other than Azaleas and Camellias, we 
recommend a good feeding March 15th to April Ist, 
another June 15th to July Ist, and a light application 
about September 15th. For Azaleas, Camellias, etc. 
fertilize immediately after blooming season (March 
15th-April Ist and again June 15th to July Ist). A 
special fertilizer is required by Azaleas, Camellias, 
Gardenias, Holly and other acid-preferring plants. 
Trees require fertilizing about the same as most shubs, 
and on large trees you will need to apply by plugging. 


We have read of the new Zoysia grass which is insect- 
resistent. Where can we see some of this growing? 


While several lawns of Zoysia has been planted last 
season, they have not yet completely covered so that 
you might get a good idea of how a lawn will look.

This versatile plant may be grown either as a potted plant or directly in the ground in the garden. The broad green 
leaves which come from a pseudo bulb are attractively veined, and are decorative for foliage even when not in bloom. 
The foliage and the bloom spikes vary in height according to the age of the plant and how it is fed; it is not uncommon 
to see well grown plants with leaves two feet long, and with bloom spikes three to four feet in height with dozens of 
Orchids on each stalk. The picture above will show you somewhat how they grow and bloom out in the open in 
Central Florida. 


The flowers are three to four inches wide, with the petals and sepals somewhat pointed. They are a warm shade of 
brown flecked with silver and magenta, with a purple lip margined with yellowish brown. They make wonderful cor- 
sages, and since they open usually a few at a time up the spike, you have Orchids to make corsages or wear in your hair 
for weeks! 


Natives of India, China, Malaysia and Australia, Phaius prefer a shaded location where they get plenty of light, a soil 
rich in humus, plenty of water, and lots of food. For best results, fertilizer should be applied about every two weeks; 
this assures you better foliage and more bloom. Many of our plants have two bloom spikes per plant. 


We recommend that if you grow your Phaius in a pot that you repot them every year just after blooming season, shifting 
the plant to a larger pot. Large clumps may be divided to secure new plants, or they may also be propagated by layering 
the basal portion of the old flowering stems in sand or spaghnum.

Growing Roses in Florida is not difficult. The main re- 
quirements for growing them successfully include: 


1. SUNNY LOCATION. They need plenty of sunlight to 
produce sturdy plants and abundance of bloom. 


2. WELL DRAINED LOCATION. Roses will not thrive 
in areas where water stands near the surface. 

3. RICH PLANTING BED. Add about 50% peat or com- 
post to your topsoil mix for planting. 


4, PLENTY OF FERTILIZER. Feed roses well if you 
want good bloom. Give them food every three weeks. 


5. PLENTY OF WATER. Just be sure to soak your rose 
bed at least twice each week. During dry weather, you 
may need more. 


6. GIVE YOUR ROSES A REST PERIOD DURING 
LATE SUMMER. Withhold fertilizer and water for a 
couple of months. Then cut back and start feeding 
again. 
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Questions You’ve Asked About 


FLORIDA GARDENING! 


Q. Azaleas never grow for me. I plant nice plants in 
bloom, and they look nice for a few months, then turn yel- 
low and finally die. Do you have any suggestions? 


A. Azaleas prefer an acid soil, and since our soil is alkaline, 
we MUST add peat about 50-50 when planting. Dig your 
hole at least twice as big and twice as deep as the ball of 
the plant, and prepare it with peat. After blooming, fer- 
tilize, using a special Azalea fertilizer with acid base;

Here’s SOMETHING DIFFERENT! Commonly called “Pony 
Tail” or Nolina, this plant was not available in Florida until recently, 
when some Florida nurserymen (including our Mr. Pringle) made a 
trip to Mexico and brought back some plants, bulbs, and seed. 

A member of the lily family, it makes a beautiful tubbed speci- 
men or may be planted outside in patios. Note the graceful habit of 
growth, and the fascinating bulb-like base. During the winter, the 
center of the plant has a wine-colored cast; this, with the rosette 
effect of the graceful, arching leaves makes it very striking. 

The flowers are not showy, being borne in pannicles; they are 
quite small and white or cream. 

This interesting plant is considered one of the most valuable 
plants in Mexico; the foliage is woven to make cord, mats, sleeping 
hammocks, chair bottoms, etc. It is also used to hang meat for 
curing and vegetables for drying.

In time your Beaucarnea may reach a height of thirty feet, with 
a base that is four or five feet across.

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DO YOUR PLANTS NEED A DOCTOR? 


If plants are to be kept looking their best, they must be 
kept healthy and disease-free. Even if you fertilize them 
and water them and prune them, if you fail to keep them 
from getting insects and fungi pests, you lose the beauty of 
the plant. 


This is the season when insect and fungi seem to attack. 
Immediate spraying is the only answer for control; usually 
one good application will take care of the problem, and yet 
because of the variance of the reproductive cycles in some 
of the pests, it may be necessary to spray several times to 
make sure they are all killed.

Q. How often should house plants be fertilized? 


We recommend that you fertilize them lightly every 
month to six weeks. This keeps them healthy but does 
not stimulate weak fast growth.

A. Probably you have white fly on your gardenia. A 
couple of good spray applications about ten days apart, 
using Volck oil and Isotox according to dilution table 
on bottle, will clean them up.

Q. My lawn has a dull gray growth on the leaves—causing 
them to look unsightly, and to collapse. Can this be 
corrected? 


A. Although we can not be sure without a look at the 
lawn, we think you probably have a fungus infestation.

Q. My Hibiscus foliage seems to be deformed—comes out 
weirdly shaped and thick.

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SEPTEMBER IS THE MONTH TO DO ALL YOUR 
GARDEN CLEAN-UP CHORES: 


1. Do ail necessary pruning to get your plants in shape. 


2. Fertilize all plants lightly to get them in condition to 
look their best. Don’t just use fertilizer, use ZING!

FLORIDA GARDENING! 


Can Hibiscus be cut back during the late summer? 


Yes. If the plants get too large for the space, cut them 
back sharply and give them a light application of fer- 
tilizer. They will come back quickly.

What is a good everbearing lemon? 


The Myer lemon is one of the best everbearing lemons. 
You usually have bloom, bud and fruit all year long 
under proper conditions. It is a good quality fruit.

Can Gladioli be planted now? 


No, it is too hot for glads to do well at this time of year. 
You may begin planting again in late September.

My lawn is looking terrible—has brown spots, and some 
of the grass is spotted brown. What can I use to cor- 
rect it? 


It probably is a fungus infection, and you should spray 
with Orthocide 50 or some other good fungicide at 
once.

Last year, I planted some brilliantly hued crotons; this 
year all the leaves are dark. What is wrong? 
You probably have not fertilized the crotons sufficiently 
to cause new growth. The brightly colored foliage is 
new, growing darker as it ages. 


* * * * 


My Gloriosa or Climbing Lily has come up, but is not 
growing. What do you suppose is wrong? 


It might be two things—you may have planted it too 
deeply, or it may need more fertilizer to encourage 
growth. If you'll fertilize it every month you'll see it 
grow much more rapidly.

My Azalea foliage is quite yellow, and although I have 
fertilized them twice this year and have used some iron, 
they still are yellow. Is there anything, I can do to 
help? 

The problem is probably in the lack of acidity in the 
soil; since Azaleas require an acid soil, you should 
always plant them with peat, and use a regular Azalea 
fertilizer which helps keep up the acidity. In case of 
extreme yellowness when fertilizer does not help, the 
alkalinity cf the soil has tied up the nutrients and the 
plant is not getting any food. Perhaps the best method 
would be to lift the Azaleas and prepare the soil with 
peat and replant them. A spray applied to the foliage 
using Chelated Iron will help to clear up the condition 
more rapidly,

Any growth stimulated later is subject 
to frost damage, and also cuts down on the number of bloom for 
the season. Azaleas should be fertilized heavily in April just 
after blooming, and again in June. Since they set their bloom 
during August and September, it is better not to stimulate 


growth then.

FLORIDA GARDENING! 


Can shrubs be pruned in the fall as well as in the 
spring? 


It depends on the shrub. It would not be wise to cut 
back Azaleas, Camellias, etc. in the fall, as you would 
cut off all the buds. However, you can trim evergreens, 
such as Podocarpus, Ligustrum, etc. to keep them in 
shape. 


What Azaleas would you recommend for planting in a 
sunny location? 


Azalea Formosa or Southern Charm would either do 
wonderful in full sun. They grow thick enough to help 
shade their own roots from the sun, and the foliage 
takes the sun well.

Would you suggest waiting until spring to plant 
Pyracantha? 


No, if you secure plants from cans you can transplant 
them at any time of the year. Plants you purchase now 
will be in full fruit, and you can enjoy the berries all 
winter. 

If you are going to transplant a large plant, we'd 
suggest waiting until the weather is cooler; you will 
need to cut the plant back also. 


What is the summer-ripening Orange that is later than 
the Valencia? ~ 


You probably are thinking of the Glen Summer Orange. 


What is the earliest ripening citrus fruit we can grow? 


The Satsuma is the earliest ripening citrus . . . however, 
Parson Browns and Hamlins ripen soon thereafter, and 
if you prefer a firm orange to the kidglove type, you'll 
probably want one of those. 


Can Coconut Palms be grown in Central Florida? 


We have seen very few Coconut Palms—growing in our 
area of the state—for they do not stand much cold. 
Along the coastal areas you occasionally see scattered 
trees; however, they are at home in the warmer expanse 
of South Florida along the coasts.
